The Bishop’s Page 


My Dear People, 

In our concern to find a plan to reunite the 
divided Christian communicns we are liable to 
overlook the gigantic problem of maintaining the 
unity of our own Church. The price of unity is 
eternal vigilance. We in Canada have a Federal 
unity of nine Provinces. It requires political skill 
and endless forbearance to maintain it intact. 
The threat of disunity every now and again rears 
it ugly head. Canadian unity has already sur¬ 
mounted great barriers which separate one part 
of Canada from another. There are geographical 
barriers, the great lakes, the broad prairies, the 
mountain ranges. There are barriers of language, 
of economic interest, of social, religious and cul¬ 
tural beckground. In spite of these we have so 
far maintained national unity. 

But when we come to look at our Church's 
problem of unity we observe even greater natural 
barriers to be surmounted. Our world-wide Angli¬ 
can family in Canada, United States, the British 
Isles, South Africa, India, China, Japan and the 
Islands of the Seas, to mention only the more 
obvious parts, presents a problem of gigantic pro¬ 
portions. To maintain the unity of the Anglican 
Church throughout the world should be a primary 
concern. "An American lady visitor to the Far East 
remarked that there were only three international 
things in the world; the Vatican, the moving pic¬ 
tures and the hair-dresser." The strength of Roman 
Catholic internationalism lies in the fact that Rome 
draws to the Vatican representatives from every 
part of the world, there they become personally 
known to one another. It is likely that at least 
half of the Roman Catholic prelates throughout 
the world are personally known to the others. 
Unity is largely a matter of maintaining some sort 
of personal contact. Lambeth is largely a matter 
of maintaining some sort of personal contact. 
Lambeth is designed for and helps to fulfil this 
purpose, there the bishops will have a chance to 
become personally acquainted. 

"In 1936 a proposal was made that there should 
be a Central Staff College for the Anglican Church 
throughout the world." This proposal will come 
before Lambeth this year. The phrase Staff Col¬ 
lege is borrowed from the tradition of the British 
Army. Every officer who reaches Captain's rank 
can, if he desires, take the Staff College examina¬ 
tion. Successful candidates undergo two years of 
intensive training at the Staff College. The pro¬ 
posal for a Central Staff College for the Anglican 
Church throughout the world is of first class im¬ 
portance for the future unity of our Church, 


Imagine the picture: young priests from Canada, 
United States, The British Isles, Australia, New 
Zealand, Africa, South Africa, India, Singapore, 
China, Japan, South America and the Islands of 
the Seas, gathered together for perhaps two years 
to study, discuss and plan, and to pray and wor¬ 
ship together. This would surely be a place in 
which a new sense of our international unity and 
strength could grow. 

On a smaller scale we see this process at work 
creating our diocesan family. Last week members 
of the W.A. from every corner of the diocese met 
together for three days in Edmonton. They realised 
their common worship, their common work, and 
their common family loyalty. When Synod meets 
the same process goes forward. Last year the 
Rector of V/ainwright, the Reverend F. E. Smith, 
welded his far flung parish into a new unity by 
the formation of a Parish Council, with representa¬ 
tives from Irma, Battle Heights and Wainwright. 
During the summer they held a great rally of the 
whole parish at an open air service and picnic. 
It was a great success. But we have not developed 
this sort of unifying process generally. There is 
room for more—much more of the same sort of 
thing in city and country alike. Here is an instru¬ 
ment and an agency lying ready to hand, with 
possibilities and potentialities beyond our imag¬ 
inings. 

But I must not give the impression that the 
unity of our Church depends upon these personal 
contacts. If it were so the case would be hopeless. 
In the normal course of events there are very 
narrow limits within which one man may make 
contact with his fellow-men. We are doomed for¬ 
ever to remain personally unknown, except to a 
comparatively small number of persons—although 
this number may, by skillful arrangement, be in¬ 
definitely increased in the ways I have mentioned. 

The unity of our Church is that of a family 
unity. It will serve no really effective purpose if we 
try to make it into the kind of unity which exists 
in an "hotel", for example. The hotel type of unity 
may be friendly and efficient, but an hotel is not 
a home. As a matter of fact our real unity lies in 
the fact that our services are family services. We 
feel at home when we go to Our Father's House. 
Interestingly enough, I received concrete evidence 
of this only yesterday in a letter receivd from a 
young doctor friend who has gone to work in a 
Chinese T.B. Clinic in Hong Kong. He wrote, "We 
went to an Anglican Church last Sunday. The 
service was entirely in Chinese, but surprisingly 
enough we were able to follow it quite easily." 
He need not have been so surprised because he 
was simply doing the same things, and receiving 
the same food—offering the same service that is 
offered and has been offered at hundreds of thous-

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Editorial 

DIOCESAN W.A. ANNUAL 

The Thirty-fourth Diocesan Woman's Auxiliary 
Annual must have proved a source of real thank¬ 
fulness and gratification to all who have the work 
of the W.A. at heart. In spite of a period of ex¬ 
treme cold weather throughout the meetings—the 
only cold snap of an exceptionally mild winter— 
the attendance from the opening Service on the 
first day to the closing service of Thanksgiving 
left nothing to be desired, and the keen interest 
of the members was evident throughout. Almost 
all who were nominated to offices on the Executive 
were elected by acclamation, but two officers with 
long records cf fine service on the Executive found 
it necessary to retire from office. Both Mrs. H. P. 
Reid, Treasurer, and a former President, and Mrs. 
H. J. Wilson, the Dorcas Secretary, have served 
faithfully for many years, and will be much missed 
on the.Board. 

The Rev. R. Cathcart, Principal of St. Andrew's 
School, Whitefish Lake, Alberta, gave a most forth¬ 
right picture of the problem facing our Church in 
the matter of our Indian Schools, and appealed 
for definite action and support in the face of what 
seems to be a studied plan to undermine the work 
cf our Church in the north land. It is all too ap¬ 
parent that few Anglicans have anything but a 
most hazy conception of what is taking place in 


our northern mission outposts, and how impossible 
it will be to carry on our work among the Indians 
and Eskimos unless there is a much greater re¬ 
sponse to the call for volunteers and money. The 
Archbishop of Rupert's Land has recently an¬ 
nounced that enough Clergy have offered them¬ 
selves for work in the Mackenzie River area to man 
the Missions left vacant for several years, and it 
is our hope that our Church will recover the ground 
which has, unhappily, been lost. It is obvious that 
we must again take up the burden and the chal¬ 
lenge of this missionary enterprise which was be¬ 
gun so well and carried on so splendidly by our 
early missionaries. The job needs to be done well 
and supported wholeheartedly, or else it will have 
to be abandoned to others who are anxious to do 
it for us. 

THE EIGHTH LAMBETH CONFERENCE 

The Bishop has announced his intention of 
attending the forthcoming Lambeth Conference, 
and expects to leave with Mrs. Barfoot for London 
'during the latter part of May. 

The Lambeth Conference is a gathering of the 
Bishops of our world-wide Anglican Communion, 
and held, if possible, at ten-year intervals. The 
last Lambeth Conference was held in 1930, but 
the Conference originally planned for 1940 was 
postponed because of the war, and is to be held 
this summer. The first such Conference was held 
in 1867 with an attendance of seventy-six bishops. 
Like most new ventures it met with some opposi¬ 
tion at first from those whom it might have ex¬ 
pected as its supporters, and the Archbishop of 
York declined to attend on conscientious grounds, 
whilst the Dean of Westminster declined to permit 
the closing service of Thanksgiving to be held in 
the Abbey. Since then, however, it has met with 
universal approval and support throughout our 
Communion (including the Episcopal Church of 
the United States) and over three hundred Bishops 
were present in 1930. A larger number still is ex¬ 
pected to attend the forthcoming conference this 
summer. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most Rev. 
Geoffrey Fisher, D.D., will preside at the opening 
sessions, after which the gathering will divide 
into committees. Later the whole body will meet 
to hear the reports of the committees. The whole 
Conference will last from July 1st to August 8th. 

The Lambeth Conference has not the functions 
of a Synod, as the Bishops meet for purposes of 
discussion, but its decisions will have great influ¬ 
ence on the life and work of the Church during 
the coming years. Among the matters likely to 
come up for discussion is the status of the Angli¬ 
cans who recently joined the United Church of 
South India, and who are, consequently, at pres¬ 
ent, outside our communion. The matter of the con¬ 
versations of our own Canadian Church with the 
United Church of Canada will also, doubtless, be 
discussed. 

We shall all look forward with keen interest 
to this Eighth Lambeth Conference.

THE BISHOP 

GOES TO THE ARCTIC 

Our bishop has agreed to visit the 
Diocese of the Arctic for the Right 
Reverend A. L. Fleming, Bishop of the 
Arctic, who is unable to do his work 
through ill health. He will leave Ed¬ 
monton by Canadian Pacific Air Lines 
for Yellowknife on Friday, April 9th 
and will confirm a class of candidates 
to be presented by the Reverend J. B. 
Batten, Rector of Yellowknife. This is 
the first Episcopal visit to Yellowknife 
for a service since 1943. On Saturday 
morning, he will proceed by C.P.A. 
to Coppermine where the Reverend 
Canon J. H. Webster is our Missionary 
Priest. At Coppermine, there are two 
Confirmation services, one in Eskimo 
and one in English. The other services 
arranged for are at Cambridge Bay, 
Holman Island and Read Island—all 
services of Confirmation. We ask our 
people to follow the bishop with their 
interest and their prayers as he seeks 
to carry out this work for our Eskimo 
brethren.

THE BOOK FOR THE WORLD 
OF TOMORROW 

The North Alberta Auxiliary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society has 
secured a most excellent sound film 
describing Bible Society work. The title 
is "The Book for the World of Tomor¬ 
row." The film was produced by the 
American Bible Society. Its references 
to the Bible's place in American na¬ 
tional life are equally true of Canada. 

The thesis of the film is that the 
kind of world we shall have tomorrow 
depends upon our use of the Bible to¬ 
day and the interest we take in its 
distribution. The work of the Bible Soci¬ 
eties is then clearly and vividly de¬ 
scribed and illustrated. The film closes 
with an inspiring reading from Isaiah 
55 accompanied by appropriate pic¬ 
tures. 

This motion picture will be shown 
at the Bible Society's annual meeting 
which will be held on Tuesday, March 
2, 1948, at 8 p.m. in First Baptist 
Church and will take the place of the 
usual address. It will also be used by 
the District Secretary, Rev. Emanuel 
J. Heuer, when visiting city and coun¬ 
try churches and branches during the 
next few months. Mr. Heuer's equip¬ 
ment includes a power plant enabling 
him to show his pictures in rural areas 
not yet supplied with electrical power. 

A cordial invitation is extended to 
all to attend the Bible Society's annual 
meeting to hear reports of the year 
1947, which was the best in the his¬ 
tory of the North Alberta Auxiliary.

XXIII—The REFORMATION 

The substance of the concluding 
chapters of this survey of Church His¬ 
tory is taken almost verbatim from 
some lectures given during Lent, 1947, 
by the Lord Bishop of London, and 
recently published.* 

The peculiar character of the Eng¬ 
lish Reformation arises very large¬ 
ly out of the peculiar character and 
circumstances of Henry the Eighth. 
Henry VIII was a very great man, one 
of the greatest monarchs who ever sat 
on the throne of England, and a man 
for whom we should have considerable 
regard. He was very concerned about 
the succession to his throne, and he 
realised that he must have a son. He 
believed that he was not going to 
have a son because there was some¬ 
thing wrong with his marriage, and, 
therefore, he must get that marriage 
annulled. He was not asking for a 
divorce; he was asking for a declara¬ 
tion of nullity in order that he might 
achieve his ambition, and, through 
another marriage, get a male heir for 
the throne. There would normally have 
been, in the thought and temper of the 
time, no difficulty about that. Unfor¬ 
tunately for him, because there had 
been a doubt about the marriage from 
the start, everything had been done 
to tie it up as tightly as possible; and 


when it came to the question of un¬ 
tying, the Pope was under the thumb 
of the nephew of the wife whose mar¬ 
riage was to be declared null and 
void; and it was extremely difficult to 
give the king his heart's desire. Thus, 
in order to achieve his object Henry 
had to dismiss the Pope, so to speak, 
get rid of the Papacy and find an¬ 
other which would recognize the 
grounds for his re-marriage. That was 
not the cause of the Reformation in 
England, but it was the occasion for 
the Reformation to take place. There 
would certainly have been a Reforma¬ 
tion, whatever may have been the 
character of the king, or the circum¬ 
stances of his reign: but it so hap¬ 
pened that this particular situation 
occasioned the split with the Papacy 
and gave opportunity for the rise of 
the Movement in England. 

Now Henry was a theologian. Do 
not forget that he had been originally 
destined for the chair of S. Augustine 
at Canterbury; and, as a theologian, 
he knew what was the religious situ¬ 
ation. He had not the slightest inten¬ 
tion of letting the country follow the

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lines of the Continental Reformation. 
He did not want a revolution in theo¬ 
logy; in fact, what he wanted was 
Catholicism without the Pope; and 
that he proceeded to give his country 
as far as he could. The fruits of his 
policy are to be seen to a large ex¬ 
tent in the first Prayer Book of the 
following reign. The English Prayer 
Book of 1549 is a most admirable book, 
which does achieve a very large 
measure of Henry's ambition in the 
way of theology, while expressing at 
the same time, the genius of one of 
the greatest writers of English prose 
literature has known. It gave us a very 
splendid liturgy; it gave us a choir 
office which should have become ex¬ 
tremely popular; it made proper pro¬ 
vision for the occasional offices; it in¬ 
augurated an intelligible reading of 
the Scriptures. In short, in the opinion 
of many, it is the best book we have 
actually produced. 

It would have been a very admirable 
thing if its compilers could have fixed 
Anglicanism somewhere about that 
level. But it could not be done because 
Henry had inthe meantime set another 
example which was of the very worst 
kind. He had dissolved the monasteries, 
one of the worst things he ever did. 
I am not going to defend the monas¬ 
teries. Monasticism had gone out of 
fashion; it had ceased to do its best 
work; and it had been replaced very 
largely in the affection of the charit¬ 
able by the schools and Universities. 
There is no doubt at all that some of 
the monasteries, and particularly the 
smaller ones, were not worth keeping. 
Nevertheless, there was none of the 
wholesale corruption that people talk 
about today; and it is a thousand pities 
that disaster should have overwhelmed 
an institution which had done such 
valuable work in the history of the 
Christian Church, and which has been 
revived once again today in order to 
meet a fundamental need. But Henry 
wanted money, and that was the 
means Thomas Cromwell used of get¬ 
ting it for him.

"The highest public responsibility 
committed to the ordinary citizen is 
to choose his representative in the 
legislature. The possession of a vote 
is a most solemn trust—an education 
in itself, so to speak—so suggestive 
is it, to observation, reflection and the 
thoughtful exercise of personal re¬ 
sponsibility, for honest minds. And 
surely a specially great and precious 
responsibility rests upon you, the clergy 
and canonically-elected lay delegates 
from organized parishes in this new 
Diocese, to choose the man who is to 
be your Father-in-God, the Bishop and 
Pastor of Christ's Flock committed to 
him, in this portion of our Church." 
With these words, the venerable Right 
Reverend William Cyprian Pinkham, 
Bishop of Calgary and Edmonton, 
opened his brief Charge to the Second 
Synod of the Diocese of Edmonton in 
the early morning of January 29th, 
1914, when it met to select a Bishop of 
the new and independent Diocese. The 
choice, which was made unanimous 
after the fifth ballot, on the Motion of 
the Rev. G. H. Webb, seconded by the 
Rev. W. G. Boyd, fell upon the Ven¬ 
erable Henry Allen Gray, Archdeacon 
of Edmonton, who was consecrated as 
Bishop on March 25th, 1914, by the 
Primate of All Canada, the Archbishop 
of Rupert's Land (S. P. Matheson) and 
Bishops of Calgary, (Pinkham) and 
Qu'Appelle (Harding). 

Bishop Gray held his First Synod 
on February 1st, 1916. Two years of 
war had darkened the skies and pro¬ 
duced many difficulties. It had put an 
effectual stop to any substantial de¬ 
velopment to the general machinery of 
'the Diocese. No new districts had been 
occupied, but none had been vacated. 
However, an increasing shortage of 
men was laying on the staff of clergy 
a heavier burden. The Bishop said 
that on the previous Trinity Sunday it 
had been his privilege to hold his first 
Ordination, admitting Mr. G. Boustead 
to the Diaconate, and he added "Here 
let me say that there is a grave need 
for a change in the attitude of the 
laity towards the Ministry as a vocation 


for their sons. Our people have not 
been selfish or backward in giving 
their sons to the service of their coun¬ 
try, or asked the question, "What is 
there in it?" The duty, as well as the 
privilege, has been sufficient attrac¬ 
tion, the honour of serving or even 
dying for one's country, enough re¬ 
ward. Is the Service of God of lesser 
attraction? Is the honour of serving 
Him, yes, even of dying for Him, not 
a sufficient reward? The Kingdom of 
God needs men, who for the love of 
God and their fellowmen will devote 
themselves to His Service for His sake." 
The Bishop also commented on the 
absence of any organized men's work 
in the Parishes, and the fact that the 
Church was too often made to take a 
second place to the Lodge or the Club. 
(Which would seem to indicate that 
the more things change, the more they 
remain the same). 

This Synod accomplished a lot of 
useful work. It instituted the financial 
arrangements which still exist between 
the Synod and the country missions. 
It reviewed the Constitution, Canons 
and Rules of Order of the Diocese very 
carefully. Ie spent much time in con¬ 
sidering Religious Instruction in the 
Provincial Schools, rejoiced in the pro¬ 
gress made in the regulation of the 
liquor traffic, and gave its attention 
in generous measure to the organiza¬ 
tion of Sunday School work. 

The progress and events of the past 
thirty years must either be written 
with considerable attention to detail 
or passed over somewhat lightly. In 
either case there is likely to be some 
injustice, either in criticism or om- 
mission. The time does not seem to 
have come to enter into detailed dis¬ 
cussion, but there are events in the 
History of the Diocese which must be 
noted. The Diocese had a long and 
hard struggle to complete the Bishop's 
Endowment Fund, in fact this was not 
done until 1931, but over the years 
the Bishop's Stipend Fund was gen¬ 
erously supported by the M.S.C.C. and 
the S.P.G. 

There are, perhaps, two other things 
of importance which should be briefly 
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noted: the appointment in 1924 of 
Archdeacon Burgett of Qu'Appelle 
dated second Bishop of Edmonton) as 
Archdeacon and General Missionary, 
without stipend other than travelling 
expenses. This opened a new era of 
prosperity and usefulness, for the 
Archdeacon was not only the 'eyes of 
the Bishop' but might well be des¬ 
cribed as foster-father to the country 
missions and their clergy. His inde¬ 
fatigable journeyings and efforts did 
much to expand and consolidate the 
work of the Church in the Diocese and 
were largely responsible for the com¬ 
pletion of the Bishop's Endowment 
Fund. 

In 1928 the size of the Diocese was 
considerably increased by a transfer of 
territory lying within the boundaries 
of Alberta from the Diocese of Sas¬ 
katchewan, whereby approximately 
fifty new parishes on the east side 
were added. This brought some new 
trials and difficulties, but they were 
surmounted through the generosity of 
the lady known as the ‘Anonymous 
Donor', to whom the Diocese was also 
indebted for help in other directions, 
notably the re-establishment of All 
Saints' Home as St. Catherine's Hostel. 

It would not be right to conclude

personal reference to the late Bishop 
Gray. As a layman, he was a member 
of the First Synod of the undivided 
Diocese of Calgary, representing the 
Parish of Elbow River. Later, he be¬ 
came a student of St. John's College, 
Winnipeg, when that institution was at 
one of its peaks in the quality of 
staff and students, and whilst in that 
city was greatly influenced by the late 
Archdeacon Pentreath and the Rev. S. 
G. Chambers of Christ Church, who 
were both ardent believers in the Social 
Service work of the Church. Upon or¬ 
dination, he took charge of Holy Trinity 
in south Edmonton, becoming incumbent 
of All Saints' in March, 1897. He be¬ 
came Archdeacon of Edmonton about 
1909. No one can read his Charges to 
his Synods without being conscious of 
his deep and sincere spirituality or 
his courage in always putting first 
things first. It is also obvious that he 
was very interested inthe Social Ser¬ 
vice Work of the Church, Temperance 
Reform and the promotion of greater 
vitality in the religious life of the men 
of his Diocese, and the Diocese of Ed¬ 
monton should be grateful to him today 
for his valiant struggle against the 
many adverse circumstances which be¬ 
set it during his Episcopate.
